Story Corroborated. 

When The Constitution received the | 
tip from sources nearly across the | 
continent, it began a diligent effort 
to check the rumor, but the process 
was slow, it was tedious and it seem- 
ed many times that the efforts were 
spent in vain. But the statement of 
Congressman Bell Saturday was cor- 
roboration of what The Constitution 
printed. 

Mrs. Willebrandt’s admission was 
made, according to Congressman Bell 
in a letter sent to wardens of all fed- 
eral prisons, and it told them such 
a policy would-be followed by the de- 
partment in the future.. 

“The assistant attorney general has

DEFENDS CAREY 


New York, November 17.—(4)—The 
New York correspondent of Reuters, 
Ltd., the British news agency, sent to 
his home office in London today a 
dispatch which said that the Vestris 
sank because the negro firemen  re- 
fused to keep up steam in the boilers 
and that Captain Carey did not send 
his S O S sooner “because there was 
no need for it.” 

The dispatch was based on the story 
gleaned by the correspondent from 
three officers of the Vestris—Refrig- 
erating Engineer Smith, Fourth En- 
gineer Officer Prestwick and 
Engineer Officer Dixon. 

“It was on Sunday,” the dispatch 
related in giving the substance of the 
officers’ stories “that a glass port in 
a coal door about five feet above the 
water line was broken by a big sea 
and immediately a solid torrent of 
green water started to rush headlong 
into the ship. ‘This is what started 
the trouble, but in itself it was never 
enough to sink the ship or even to 
cause serious danger.

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RADIO SCIENTIST, 82, 
SEEKS NEW WONDERS 


Paris, November 10.—A man of 82, 
slightly bent, his hair silver white, 


every day makes the journey from his 
house to his laboratory, a few hundred 
yards away. 

Sun or shine, wind or snow, even 
on Sundays, he takes the road he has 
taken for 52 years. His pittance is 
small, merely that of a professor, not 
enough to pay for an assistant in his 
laboratory. Yet there are millions 
throughout the world who owe < no 
small part of their daily enjoyment to 
the researches of this obscure scien- 
tist—Edouard Branly. 

In 1891 he read a paper before the 
French academy, in which he describ- 
ed how, with the aid of an electro- 
static machine in one room, he caused 
an isolated circuit in another room to 
register the passage of a current when 
he produced a spark in the primary 
circuit. Nine years later, when Mar- 
coni transmitted his first wireless 
message from England to France, he 
sent a telegram to M. Branly acknowl- 
edging the part in the new science of 
radiotelegraphy the French professor’s 
experiment had played.

town, country to country and con- 
tinent to continent the old- professor 
returns every day to the same labora- 


tory where he made his first simple 
experiments and bends his white head 
over the electrical problems that have 
been the fascination of his life. 

“What do you feel, Mr. Branly,” 
he was asked, “when you think of 
the millions who are listening be- 
neath the great girdle of sound en- 
circling the earth, listening to mn- 
sic from afar, to voices in other 
lands?” 

“What do I feel? Nothing. I am 
seeing for something else,” he an- 
swered. “It is nearly 9 o'clock, I 
must be back in my laboratory.”

Temporary Injunction Issued 
to 600 Property Owners 
in Interbay Area. 


Tampa, Fla., November 17.—()-- 
Judge F. M. Robles in circuit court 
here today issued a temporary injune- 
tion to 600 property owners to halt 
the collection of drainage taxes for 
1928 in the interba. drainage dis- 
trict. 

The decision marked the end of the) 
first round of a bitteriy waged legal 
contest in which the property owners 
in the Jistrict seek to invalidate &8,- 
000,000 in bonds on which drainage 
taxes are levied and to clear title to 
all their property. 
~ The injunction order will be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, attor- 
neys for the district announced at the 
end of the hearing today and the prop 
erty owners were required to post 
$5,000 bond pending higher court ac- 
tion. 

Testimony st the trial was given to 
Show that fraud had been practiced 
in the formation of the district in 
1923; that the district was illegally 
established; that the bonds were 
valid; and that contract prices for 
drainage work were “padded” by ap- 
proximately $600,000 to give the con- 
tractors excessive profits. 

C. C. Whitaker, an attorney, pro- 
vided the high light of the testimony 
today. On the witness stand he said 
he objected to the formation of the 
district and, was promised exemption 
from taxes hy the organizers if he 
would withdraw his objections.

power held by dry forces.” 

Urges Vigilance. 

He then asked the question, “What 
are we to look forward to?’ In re- 
ply to his query he stated that the 
victory did not mean a completed 
task, and urged his hearers to observe 
that the enemies of prohibition had 
not capitulated, but were rallyinz 
their forces for a renéwed attack. He 
urged that no one should wnderesti- 
mate the strength of the foes pro- 
hibition, or relax his efforts or re- 
trench from any ground gained. 

He pleaded for churches to indoc- 
trinate and educate the youth of the 
land in the sacredness and sanctity 
of the law, and to forbid the nullifi- 
cation of temperance teachings by 
throwing out of school books and 
teachings that illustrate the evil ef- 
fects of alcohol. He urged support 
of the Anti-Saloon league, and appeal- 
ed to the pastors as key-men in every 
community to lead the moral forces 
to further efforts. 

Dr. C. O. Jones said the great ef- 
fort of prohibition’s foes in the next 
four years would be to elect a wet 
congress who would refuse to approp- 
riate money for law enforcement, 
thereby in a way nullifying the law.

Princeton, N. J., November 17.— 
(Special.)\—Nassau’s jungle was a 
tough spot for any thing that looked 
like a Bulldog this afternoon. 

It was infested with Tigers wearing 
the black and yellow stripes of the 
bengal breed. For the first 15 minutes 
of the afternoon these Tigers seemed 
to be stretching and yawning as if 
half asleep, as the Bulldog chased 
them from one thicket to another. But 


even the Tiger will turn if kicked on 
the shins and for the last three quar- 
ters oc the game it was all Tiger with 
the Bulldog fighting valiantly to save 
as much hide and hair as he could 
carry home. 

Princeton's Victory. 

It was largely in this fashion that 
the Princeton Tiger beat the Yale Bull- 
dog. 12 to 2, in their 52nd meeting as 
60.000 spectators sweltered in coats 
and wraps through midsummer heat 
that tvrned the Palmer stadium into 
a cauldron for those wearing the fur 
of the wild or the tame. It was hot 
enougo for the massive bank of spec- 
tators but it was hotter still for a Yale 
team that was out played in almost 
every department, backfield and line, 
by a Frinceton team that came into its 
own after a groggy October. Yale 
never had a chance after the first 
quarter where two Blue marches were 
oe collared near the Tiger goal 
ine, 

[t was Princeton who contributed 
all the scoring. A safety in the first 
period and two touchdowns in the sec- 
ond and third on driving, passing 
hikes of 60 and 52 yards that crashed 
through the Yale defense and were 
never stopped until Ed Wittmer and 
Jack Requardt plunged across the Eli 
goal for the winning scores. 

Tiger Strikes Back. 

In the second and third periods the 
Tiger was all over the jungle striking 
with paw and claw. true member 
of the bengal breed. The Bulldog 
fought back but he lacked the speed 
and strength of his striped adversary 
who was-after reyenge for that long 
pass trom Hoban to Fishwick a year 
ago. That pass has been a sour re- 
membrance for the Jungle of Nassau 
ever since. And today the Tiger fell 
upon his prey as the bell in Old Nas- 
sau hall continues ringing its tribute 
to a winning Princeton team that has 
come to its final game a week away 
among the few unbeaten. Curfew may 
not ring tonight but this bell in Nas- 
sau tower will continue peeling its 
paen of victory until midnight has 
swung on its way to another day 
break. It has something to ring for 
as Princeton beat her ancient rival 
with better ball over three fourths of 
the route. 

A harder, faster charging and more 
aggressive line and a faster, more alert 
backfield, that had more speed of foot 
and far greater accuracy in forward 
passing than the Blue attack could 
show. Yale was out rushed, out pass- 
ed, out tackled and out blocked. Neith- 
er team had a first-class kicking game 
to show as both were erratic in this 
respect but it was Princeton that had 
the touchdown drive where Yale had 
no scoring thrust to produce when the 
big moment was at hand before the 
Tiger had been aroused. 

Yale Never Had Chance. 

Yale never had a chance, and it 
was only through the hardest brand 
of battling that Yale held Princeton 
to a brace of touchdowns when there 
were times when Wittmer, Requardt, 
Bennett, Miles and others seemed to 
be headed for one or two more.

Of Turf Live 
To Ripe Age 


Kentucky Track Statistics 
Show Poorer Horses Die 


While Young. 


BY FRENCH LANE. 

Good thoroughbred horses live 
longer than the bad ones, according 
to statistics dug up by a Kentucky 
expert. 

From Lexington’s day down to our 
present generation of leading ‘sires, 
which takes in Fair Play and Broom- 
stick, he found it an easy job to 
show that the greatest horses lived to 
a ripe old age. And in most instances 
they displayed a virility up to the last 
that made them distinctive. The bad 
horses dropped off many years sooner, 


his statistics show. 

He pointed out that Lexington, lead- 
ing sire from 1861 to 1874, died at 
the age of 25. Many of his greatest 
performers were produced during the 
late years of his life 

Bonnie Scotland Was 27. 

Then the turfman goes on to show 
where Leamington lived to be 25, 
Bonnie Scotland passed his twenty- 
seventh birthday, where Ballot died at 
27, and Glenelg, the leader in 1884, 
1886, 1887, and 1888, passed out at 
$1. He shows where Virgil, the leader 
in 1885, lived to be 29. 

These are not nearly all the figures 
he produced to prove that good horses 
live longer than the bad ones. 

Himyar, champion in 1893, died at 
thirty. 

Sir Modred, leader in 1894, died at 
twenty-seven. 

Meddler, leading sire of 1904 and 
1906, died at 26. 

Hamburg lived to be 20. 

Hasting passed on at 24. 

Ben Brush was 24 when he died. 

Kingston lived to be 28, 

Stgr Shoot, blind like Lexington: in 
his Tatter years, died at 21. 

And the vexpert asks you to show 
him where any of the ordinary or bad 
horses of those ‘years lived to be any- 
where near as old as these great sires. 

Two Great Sires Die Young. 

The only two noted sires to die 
young he is able to recall are Com- 
mando, who died at the age of seven, 
and Hanover, the founder of a fam- 
ily made famous chiefly through its 
female line, who died at the age of 15. 
The Finn passed away at 13 and 
Celt died at 14. 

The average life of the ordinary and 
bad horses is less than 12 years, and 
their racing usefulness usually disap- 
pears at five or six. Fhose that are 
raced above six usually are discovered 
to be running in the cheapest selling 
races where but few of them Sre able 
to Win with any consistency. 

Fair Play,, Broomstick, Luke Me- 
Luke and Sweep are among the lead- 
ing sires of recent years that are still 
alive. They are all more than 20 years 
old. They are as hale and hearty as 
most other male thoroughbreds that 
are 12 or less. 

_And Man o’ War, who topped the 
list in 1926, is alive, and so hale and 
hearty that it looks like he may out- 
hve them all,

“Waste in highway construction 
amounts to $400,000,000 out of a to- 
tal yearly expenditure of $2,000,000,- 


000 because of incompetent inspectors 
and foremen,’ ’ according to the report 
of the engineering commission appoint- 
ed 10 months ago by the paving brick 
industry to study highway conditions. 
The commission was headed by W. 
H. Connell, formerly president of the 
American Roadbuilders association 
and chief executive of the Pennsylvya- 
nia state highway department. Lead- 
ing highway engineers in various sec- 
tions of the country were associated 
in making the survey. 

The report states that in many loe- 
calities politicians are hindering com- 
petent highway engineers by forcing 
appointment of unqualified inspectors 
and foremen who are put in charge 
of expensive construction and repair 
jobs when they are utterly unfitted 
for such work, which requires spe- 
cialized training and experience, In 
this way engineering contro] is. re- 
duced to nothing more than what, 
politely termed “window dressing

The orders and organizations are 
there also. There are police, of course. 
Then there are gendarmes to help the 
police and carbinieri to help the gen- 
darmes and fascist militia to help the 
earbinieri and bersaglieri to help the 
fascist militia. And back of them an 
army and navy, the beauty of whose 
uniforms would please the fancy of the 
most childish monarch. 

Italy is par excellence the land of 
the Boy Scouts. 

But the fascist Boy Scouts were not 

iven their rule by a mad monarch. 

They won it by the strength of their 
good right arms. Thereby they under- 
went a hardening process which we 
trust may not be duplicated in our own 
scout organizations. Fascism is a Boy 
Scoutism which insists upon compli- 
ance with its will. And this insis- 
tence is enforced by penalties which 
run the whole gamut from the admin- 
istration of castor oil to pitiless exe- 
cution. 

A day or two of a Boy Scout regi- 
men might be interesting. It would 
have its amusing side. It would he 
like the prank of a stunt-hunting edi- 


tor who turns his paper over to high 
school students for a day. 

But continued day in and day out 
for weeks, months and years, it would 
pall on the most tolerant and ac- 
commodating of minds. No people, the 
Italians included, would enjoy it. No 
people, the Italians included, would 
endure it except under one condi- 
tion. That condition is that the herd 
instinct which unites a nation in the 
face of a foe be brought into play. 

Fascism has done this with con- 
summate skill. The military aspect 
of every national activity is empha- 
sized to the exclusion of all else. 
Foreign policy is constantly presented 
as at once a precaution against and 
a preparation for war. Domestic reg- 
ulations are repeatedly referred to a 
military basis. The national econ- 
omy is treated as a form of warfare. 
Even agriculture is blazoned to the 
world as “the battle of the grain.”’ 

* * 


This militaristic habit inevitably 
entails another war practice, Even 
a military nation will not preserve 
its morale in war unless its armies 
are winning. When they do not ac- 
tnally win it is considered a_ part 
of the duty of the government to rep- 
resent them as winning. Thus dur- 
ing the world war the Allied armies 
won their way almost back to the for- 
tifications of Paris. 

When, as in Italy, the whole na- 
tional life is on a military plane it 
necessary to keep up a running 
fire of proclamations of victory in 
every department. The roll of tri- 
umphs has grown to amazing fpropor- 
tions. Victory after victory has come 
to fascist diplomacy, fascist govern- 
ment, fascist finance, fascist shipping,

fascist agriculture. 

Thus has been built up an incred- 
ible story of the progress of 
under fascist rule. That a large part 
of this story is sheer dream-stuff is 
evident. 
a nation can 
dreams. 

The exaggeration of fascist accom- 
plishment may be excused, and even 
justified, on the ground that it has 
helped Italy to make some measure 
of real progress. But when it is 
offered as a vindication of permanent 
fascist rule in Italy, and, still more, 
when it is urged as a reason for ex- 
tending a fascist form of government 
to other countries, it should _ be 
promptly punctured. 

There is no question but Italy has 
made some 
on Rome. ler social life is better 
ordered and her economy has. im- 
proved. But there is also no ques- 
tion that there are half a dozen par- 
liamentary countries in Europe which 
have made much’ greater’ progress 
during the same time. The have 
not so loudly sung their own praises. 
They have not described what they 
have done in the picturesque phrases 
of war and battle. Sut they have 
won victories which surpass those of 
fascism. 

And they have done it without lac- 
ing themselves into the cramping 
strait-jacket of a fascist regimen. 
They have accomplished an enormous 
amount without the sacrifice of lib- 
erty of thought and action which has 
been the distinguishing feature of 
the progress in Italy. 

The fascists are fond of proclaim- 
ing their emulation of the great 
Italians of the past. Probably their 
minds dwell on the conquests of the 
disciplined Roman armies. But the 
names which reflect the greatest 
glory upon Italy—Dante, Michael 
Angelo, Leonardo da Vinci and a host 
of others—had nothing to do with the 
Roman legions. Creative thought, 
creative art, demand a freedom of 
direction and expression of which 
they have been completely deprived in 
Italy of fascism. 

The pursuit of national greatness 
by present methods may succeed in 
creating the world’s greatest nation 
of disciplined robots functioning in 
an overrated economic efficiency, but 
it can never recreate a glory in the 
modern world which can be compared 
to the real glories of the Rome and

had to catch my breath for a mo- 
ment and gather my wits, before I 
realized that I had finally arrived in 
Jerusalem, the Holy City. 

You will more’ readily understand 
my bewilderment amid all the filth 
and unsightly beggars congregating 
about me, when you know that I have 
always had a flair for looking upon 
pious and gorgeous pictures, encoun- 
tered in museums here and there, that 
represented the Holy City as a sort 
of mystic, earthly pendant of the 
heavenly Jerusalem. 

To that must be added by reminis- 
cence of a sermon by Cardinal Mer- 
cier, who once preached on the text: 
“Behold, Master, what manner of 
stones!” The text is taken out, of 
the New Testament account which 
treats of the first visit of Christ and 
His disciples to the Judean capital. 
The rude and crude Galilean fisher- 
men, who lived in towns like Naza- 
reth, Capernaum and Tiberias, mere 
collections of hovels, I imagine, were 
vividly impressed by the towering 
walls, the turrets and the immense 
defense works of Jerusalem and in 
their astonishment, thev breathed the 
words of the above-quoted text. 


Sut any apocalyptie notion or rem- 
nant thereof that I still harbored 
was quickly dissipated the  tho- 
ment I penetrated into the gloomy 
bazaar that starts immediately after 
you enter the Jaffa gate. The streets 
are so narrow that they are really 
mere alleys. You must crouch against 
the walls in order to escape the hairy 
and sinister flanks of huge camels 
that come swaying through the half- 
obscurity with nonchalant indifference 
to your sensibilities. 

I have always looked 


upon the 


icamel as a sort of prehistoric mon- 
ster, that by some freak of the laws 


of survival. has managed to persist 
till this age of automobiles. And I 
certainly did not change my opinion 
when the first one in Jerusalem 
bumped me unceremoniously in the 
neck. Looking back at the brute,

It sounds a likely sup- 
position, I’m certain at any rate 
that King Solomon did not keep that 
well-stocked harem of his below ground 
here, where it would have béen im- 
possible, on account of the pall, to 
distinguish flaunting knee-caps and 
wistful straying curls. 

Here and there an oblique ray of 
golden sunlight filtered through the 
roof and I could take stock of what 
Was going on beside me. Every sec- 
ond place seemed to be a coffee shop, 
Arabs were sitting about sipping that 
sickly, thiek, sugary stuff they call 
Turkish coffee and that tastes like 
molasses gone coo-coo. Each coffee 
shop sported a huge gramaphone of 
the unimproved variety, large horn, 
unearthly screech. The Arabs played 
checkers. They all played checkers, 

Ilistorians say that wherever the 
Turk passed through the Near East 
all intellectual life has withered.

My gloomy thoughts on the fickle- 
ness of human splendor were, however, 
quickly dispelled. For there came 
rolling down the sloping street-steps 
a man wrapped in rags, hollering as 
if he were possessed of the devil. 
“Allah is God and Mohammed is His 
prophet!” Only in Arabic, of course, 
which I do not pretend to under- 
stand, but which was translated for 
me by my amiable guide, 

Through the blood of slaughtered 
sheep that gushed out of  butcher- 
shop he rqQled, bumping his head 
against the sharp edges, screaming, 
kicking and gurgling. My guide in- 
formed me that he was a holy man, 
I could well believe it. And further- 
more, that he intended to proceed in 
that identical rolling manner all the 
way to Mecca. This seemed almost 
incredible to me, but bystanders con- 
firmed the fact. The holy man, let 
me add, had a little boy, who went 
around among passers-by with a tin 
cup. Yon can easily imagine what 
he wanted.

Thus it was that a world listened 
with keenest interest for the voice of 
our president, to hear what the 
spokesman of America would say, on 
the day which marked the tenth an- 
niversary of the close of the greatest 
war in history. Perhaps in the whole 
story of our American presidents a 
note more discordant with an occa- 
sion. was never struck. Never was 
the leader of a great people so out of

to propose and sign a solemn agree 
ment with other nations, never again 
to resort to war for the settlement of 
any of their controversies, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that it is the uttere- 
ance of a sane man.

‘cago, member of the board of lecture- 
ship of the Mothee church, First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Boston, 
spoke last-Friday evening to a large 
audience in the local church at Fif- 
teenth and Peachtree streets.

“Ts it conceivable that an imperfect 
thought con!d emanate from an in- 
finite perfect mind? No, reason 
tells us that this cannot be. Cause 
being perfect, so is effect, and Chris- 
tian Science declares. in accord with 
the Scriptures, that God created man 
is His, Mind’s own image, in the 
image of Mind created He him. In- 
evitably, therefore, we see man as 
spiritual, the exact and perefet image 
or reflection. 

Not Partial Image 


“It is important to note here, that 
man is not a partial image, but the 
whole and complete reflection or like- 
ness of God, Now this has for every 
one a real and practical value. For 
instance, if you are the full and 
complete image of Mind, called man, 
do you not reflect all the intelligence 
and Mind there is? If your are the 
complete image of Truth, do you not 
reflect all the Truth there is: if you 
are the complete image of the God 
who is Love, do you not now, in 
this hour, reflect all the Love there 
is? 

“But some may say, Yes, I like 
this explanation of man. I like to be 
told that man is spiritual, but some- 
how or other it seems just a little 
vague. It gives me a kind of uncertain 
sense of my identity. If I see and 
declare myself to be spiritual shall 
I not lose my individuality? Not. at 
all. What it is that gives you your 
individuality. your distinction as .an 
entity? Is it not what you think? 
Is it not your thoughts that make 
you distinct and individual? Certainly 
it is not a matter body. Christian 
Science declares that you will never 
lose your identity, but, on- the con- 
trary, wil be ever more conscious of 
your distinct, divine individuality as 
God's idea or spiritual concept. 
Through all eternity, your divine 
mental identity remains permanent 
and immutable,. Now this is a helpful 
thing to see, because it gives one a 
definite and certain sense of existence. 
Man’s spiritual selfhood could ever 
be lost, and yet all must admit that 
matter is most ephemeral and trans- 
itory—here to-day and gone tomorrow. 
If this be so, why the tenacity of 
humans to hold on to it? Why not 
let go and grasp that which is ours 
right now, our eternal, spiritual self- 
hood ? 

“Christian Science does not annihi- 
late creation because it declares that 
all is spiritual and that there is, no 
matter. Creation is definite. Not in- 
frequently people come to us and say, 
‘If you will tell me satisfactorily how 
I came to be in this condition of ma- 
teriality, I'll accept Christian Science.’ 
This attitude is not unlike a drown- 
ing man asking how he came to be 
in the water. The important thing to 
us is that we can learn the way out 
of materiality, instead of wasting our 
time speculating how we got in. Recog- 
nizing the whole thing as a state of 
self-deception, Christian Science de- 
clares that the first step out is to see 
mans absolute spirituality and per- 
fection, in other words, that he is not 
in matter or materiality. 


Belief in Evil. 


“And having said this, some one 
may be thinking, Oh, yes, you Chris- 
tian Scientists do not believe in evil. 
You declare evil to be unreal. Yes, 
that is the stand we take. We not only 
declare but know evil to be unreal, a 
fraudulent delusion imposed upon the 
race. What would people have us do? 
It is a curious perversity of the hu- 
man mind, that if I were to say, as I 
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my Spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and your daughters shall prophe- 
ere and on .0y servants and on 
my handmaids I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit, and they 
shall prophesy; and it shall come to 
pass that whosoever shall call upon

‘Belief in the power of evil. or 
to put it another way, belief in an 
existent evil power, is devil worship, 
no matter how we look at it. This 
may not be a very pleasant thing to 
contemplate, and possibly we have not 
considered it from that angle, but the 
fact, nevertheless, remains that we. 
who call ourselves monotheists and 
Christian people, in so far as we give 
power to evil, believe in evil forces, 
acknowledge their reality and ability 
to destroy us, are devil worshipers.

New York. November 17.— (Special.)— 
The 1928 Market Leader: On February 6, 
1928. we issued a letter under this title 
covering the prospects of Montgomery Ward. 
This followed previous advices of a favor- 
able nature in the late autumn of 1927. On 
May 11, 1928, we received an analysis from 
a Cleveland capitalist who is a student of 
corporations values giving an estimate of the 
possible future of Montgomery Ward after 
giving effect to their chain store expan- 
sion. 

A market price of $369 a share by Jan- 
1929, was indicated by this tabula- 
tion, assuming that 150 new stores were 
opened hy the end of 1929, that each new 
store would have a sales volume of about 
$300,000, that a profit margin of 10 per 
cent would be reafized and finally, that this 
would be discounted in the stock market 
by a selling price approximating 20 
net per share earnings. This stock is now 
in the early winter of 1928 already quoted 
well over $400 a share. On the curb, the 
new stock of Montgomery Ward is selling at 
slightly over 150 a share. We give below 
without comment, other than that we feel 
that holders of the stock should continue 
their position, a revised analysis covering 
the outlook for the new stock compiled by 
the same source. 


This report speaks for itself except that 
it should be neted that sales per share per 
store have been increased from 
to $500,000 and while this seems to be 
takin’ the maximum figure, still unofficial- 
ly, the results achieved so far suggest that 
$300.000 is an under-estimate. The number 
of stores operating each year remains uod- 
changed except for a reduction from 1050 to 
100 for 1929. The price earnings ratio used 
for figuring problematical market prices has 
been changed from 20 to 25 times. 

Very evidently, Montgomery Ward is no 
longer the outstanding bargain it was a 
year ago, but at the same time, there is 
nothing in the situation to suggest taking 
profits. As for new purchases it certainly 
ranks with the most desirable standard 
stocks.

GORN STAYS NEAR 
TOSEASON'S HGH 


Chicago, November 17.—(4#)—Fac- 
ing an immediate corn supply of hard- 
ly 3,000,000 bushels at commercial 
centers, the corn market is hugging 
close to the season’s high price level. 
intensifying the effects of present 
scantiness of the readily available 
stock of corn are decidedly adverse 
weather conditions throughout the 
corn belt tending to keep shipments 
at a minimum. An opposite influ- 
ence, however, is an estimate current 
here today that Illinois and Iowa 
alone, the largest commercial shippers 
of corn, have a crop this season ag- 
gregating 212,000,000 bushels more 
than last year. 

Net results for the time being are 
1 1-4ec to 1 5-Se a bushel advance 
shown by the corn future delivery 
market this morning. compared with a 
week ago. Simultaneously, wheat 
values were 1 1-Se to 1 3-Se up, with 
oats at d-4e to le gain, and provis- 
Jons varying from Ze decline to a 
rise of 22c. 

Supplementing the estimate of Ili- 
nois and lowa’s big corn surplus are 
figures indicating that six of the 
chief corn producing states will not 
merely produce but will ship this sea- 
son the huge total of 417.000.0000 
bushels of corn. These states are 
lowa, Illinois, Indiana, South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Kansas. It is largely 
dependent upon how soon the corn is 
shipped from the farms of these states 
that will determine the market prices 
hereafter of corn future deliveries. In 
this connection, corn trade experts 
here say several weeks of favorable 
weather are yet required to permit 
farmers to finish husking. 

Meanwhile, the time remaining in 
which to build up stocks of corn in 
Chicago for delivery on December con- 
tracts is daily becoming shorter. ad- 
vices from widely scattered territory 
indicate that husking returns are not 
nearly as favorable as have generally 
heen looked for, and shippers who. 
have corn sold to go to Europe are 
reported growing more and more 
nervous. Leading Chicago market 
authorities assert also that with Ar- 
gentina not shipping as much corn 
as last vear, the United States will 
apparently have to supply Europe to 
a greater extent. although increased 
use of lov=grade wheat for feed 
abroad is something of an offset.

ing an improved demand for smal! 
stocks and offerings, according to the 
grain, hay and feed market news serv- 
jee of the United States bureau of 
agricultural economics. Bran and 
middling were firmer than the heavier 
offal feeds, Corn by-products, feeds 
and alfalfa meal were steady. 

Cotton seed cake and meal has be- 
come somewhat easier, more so east 
of the Mississippi than in the south- 
west. Mill output “was in lighter de- 
mand at the softheastern markets 
where scarcity and poor quality of 
seed were tending to sustain prices. 
Offerings of cotton seed have been 
light in and-near the Atlanta market. 
as farmers were reported holding for 
higher prices. Prime quality seed was 
quoted at Atlanta at $40 per ton. 
Export business in this section has 
been light. Foreign and domestic de- 
mand in the southwest has been fair- 
ly strong. Mills are generally work- 
ing full time. 

According to the bureau of census, 
about 1,519,000 tons of cotten seed 
were received at the mills during the 
month of October. About 905,000 
tons were crushed, leaving on hanil 
November 1 about 1,182,000 tons of 
cotton seed. The production of cot- 
ton seed cake and meal during Octo- 
ber was about average for that month, 
totaling slightly over 405,000 tons. 
From this amount and the small 
stocks at the beginning of the month, 
about 342,300 tons were shipped out 
into trade channels, leaving on hand 
at the mills November 1 about 124,- 
200 tons. 

Local demand at Atlanta for feed 
was light. Soft winter bran was 
quoted on November 13 at $38.00; 
gray shorts, $43.00; hominy feed, $40; 
feed meal, $41; beet pulp, $44.75: 
gluten feed, $48.75, and linseed meal, 
$65.50 per ton. 

Wheat markets have held about 
steady, but became strong at the mid- 
die of this week on the downward 
revision of the Canadian crop. Light 
offerings have resulted in a firm corn 
market. Oats were strong, with corn, 
‘No. 3 yellow corn awas quoted at 
Chieago, November 14. at S6e, and 
at Kansas City, 811-2 to Sse per 
bushel. 

No. 3 white oats were quoted 4 
Chieago at 441-2 to 47 1-4e, and a 
Kansas City, 44 to 45¢ per bushel. 

Hay markets showed very little 
change. Timothy was generally quiet 
with moderate arrivals meeting only 
limited demand. Prairie markets were 
about steady, with country movement 
increasing. Demand for hay was 
lighter at Atlauta, except for dairy 
quality alfalfa. No. 1 extra leafy 
was quoted on November 13 at $41; 
No. 1 alfalfa, $59: No. 1. timothy, 
$24, and No. 1 Johnson, $20 per ton. 
Offerings of hay were small in Bir- 
mingham. Better grades were meet- 
ing a good demand, but lower grades 
were being discounted heavily. <A 
very good demand prevailed for No. 
1 timothy from Ohio at 8S23.50 per 
ton. Little No. 1 Johnsen grass was 
heing offered. U. S. No. 1. alfalfa 


Was being quoted at $38.50 per ton.

Share in Rush 


New York, November 17.—All trad- 
ing records on the New York Stock 
exchange were smashed this week 1m 
a’ gigantic outburst of speculation 
which carried scores of issues $5 to 
nearly $50 a share above last week's 
closing quotations. The daily aver- 
age of sales ran above 5,000,000 shares 
with the stock ticker delayed one to 
two hours in printing the final tran- 
sactions. 

The tremendous demand for stocks 
overshadowed all. other financial de- 
velopments of the week. In view of 
the small increase of less than. $2,000,- 
OOO in federal reserve brokers’ loans, 
many observers interpreted the rise 
in prices as due to an enormous in- 
vestment demand, particularly on the 


part of traders who had disposed of 


their ‘stocks before _ in the ex- 
pectation of buying them back on the 
reaction which they thought would 
follow the first outburst of election 
enthusiasm, but who apparently re- 
turned to the market without wait- 
ing for the decline. Other commen- 
tators were more skeptical and inclined 
to await the stock exehange member 
loan figures before accepting the “pur- 
chase for investment” theory. 

While the week's advance was hy 
no means uniform, there were no wide- 
open breaks, and such recessions as 
ocenrred were lost sight of in the 
mad whirl of speculative favorites to 
new high records. The bond market 


failed to participate extensively in 
the outburst of bullish enthusiasm. 
Althorgh most of the small buyers 
shifted their activities to the stock 
market, there were some large insti- 
tutional purchases of high-grade 
bonds. New offerings were approxi- 
mately $57,000.000, as against $75,-

A big gain in new issues is expect- 
ed next week when more than $100,- 
000,000 in municipal issues, including 
one of $55,000,000 by the city of New 
York, come into the market. 

Money rates held relatively steady 
in .view of the turbulent advance in 
stock prices.

One of the most interesting devel-

of the preceding month. This reflects 
the increased use of acceptances in 
financing the marketing and distribu- 
tion of seasonal products, and a cor- 
responding reduction in the use of 
commercial paper. 
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Finance Dividend Yield on 33 Indus- 


trial Common Stocks at Pres- 
ent Prices Less Than After 
Collapse of Pre-War Boom. 


New York, November 17.—A New , small 


York statistical organization this week 
completed a calculation which shows 
that the dividend yield on 53 indus- 
trial common stocks at present prices 
is only 4.07 compared with an average 
of 5.24 per cent in 1927, an average 
of 6.02 per cent in 1924 and an-aver- 
age of 8.53 per cent in December, 
1920 following the collapse of the 
post-war “inflation boom.” 

Never before have common stocks 
yielded the investor so little. Never, 
until early in 1928, did the yield of 
such stocks fall below that of indus- 
trial bonds. The yield of a selection 
of industrial bonds now figures out at 
$95 per cent. 

Investment experts have been 
preaching for years tlat the yield of 
a security directly reflects its safety. 
As a rule, they insisted, the higher 
the yield the greater the risk. But 
let's look at a conerete case. At prices 
recently touched, the common stock of 
the United States Steel corporation 
yielded 4.12 per cent. The sinking 
fund 5 per cent bonds of the same 
company, Which not only take priority 
over the common stock but also over 
the preferred stock, sold at prices to 
yield 4.50 per cent, or substantially 
more than the common stock. Does 
anybody imagine that Steel common is 
safer than the sinking fund fives? 

Security Viewpoint Changes. 

Evidently something has happened 
to the viewpoint of most people re- 
earding security values. The old rule 
of thumb about safety either no Jonger 
applies ‘vith its old-time force or peo- 
ple are more interested in other things 
than they are in safety. 

iixperienced observers in Wall street 
believe that each of these views Is 
partially true. In other words, it is 
generally admitted that the old max- 
ims about bonds being the only safe 
investment have been modified by 
modern conditions, even though bonds 
in themselves retain their peculiar 
safety features. And on the other 
hand, there can be no doubt of the 
fact that the average Man or woman 
with money to invest thiuks about 
something else besides safety. He or 
she even thinks about something else 
than an immediate high yield, tor if 
vield were the leading consideration 
people would buy bonds yielding 4.95 
per cent instead of stocks yielding 4.07 
per cent. . 

The other thing that people are 
thinking about is profits. The buy- 
er of today is dazzled by the prospect 
of “enhancement” or “appreciation.” 
He is willing to sacrifice his immedi- 
ate income return in the hope that 
his stock holdings will become so val- 
uable and will be paying such big 
dividends that he will well re- 
paid for accepting a ridiculously low 
return to begin with. 

Bank Stocks Cited. 

Take the case of bank stocks, which 
only a few years age were never 
thought of by the man in the street 
as an investment which he could pos- 
sibly hold, but which are now being 
split into $25 par units to attract the

stance: “Buy bank stock regardless 
of yield. Don't be concerned over the 
fact that these stocks sell for hun- 
dreds, even thousands of dollars per 
share and yield 2.50 per cent, 3 per 
cent or 4 per cent. Hold on to them 
and in the course of time your money 
will double and double again.” 

_ Tables are given ir the book show- 
ing the enormous rise in value of ya- 
rious bank stocks and the enormous 
return they have puid in the form of 
cash and stock dividends. 

Now, it should be clearly under- 
stood that the high level of prices 
attained by industrial stocks does not 
by any means represent undiluted in- 
vestment sentiment. A vast amount 
of pure speculation must be included 
and the low dividend yield now ex- 
isting represents the price which spec- 
ulators are willing to pay for the 
privilege of holding stocks for a time 
in the hope of selling out at higher 
prices. 

Recalls Former Situation. 

A somewhat similar situation ex- 
isted in 1919 and 1920, when com- 
mon stocks were lifted to dizzy levels 
on “prospects” and pure speculative 
sentiment. But by December of 1920 
as we have seen, prices had crashed 
down to a point where the dividend 
return figured out at 8:05 per cent. 

Discounting the speculative element 
does anything of a solid nature re- 
main which eould account for the 
enormous popular vogue of common 
stocks. Without question, the spread 
of popular understanding of invest- 
ments has given the average man a 
new point of view on this subject. It 
nay be a wrong view and @ anay cost 
him money, but in avy case he holds 
it very definitely. Some of the things 
which have occurred may be listed 
as follows: 

1. Accumulation of a vast fund of 
investment capital in the hands 6f the 
public, thereby automatieally de- 
pressing bond yields and encouraging 
a search for something else. 

2. Widespread publicity of the 
handsome earnings of industrial cor- 
porations, ‘coupled with the rise in 
their stocks and increases in divi- 
dens. 

Investment Trusts Factor. 

8. The creation of investment 
trusts to capitalize this situation, and 
the extremely successiul propaganda 
regarding these trusts. For years in- 
vestment experts had been «preaching 
“diversification” or the scattering of 
investments among numerous enter- 
prises for the sake of safety. The 
public at last seized on this idea and 
applied -it, not so much to bonds but 
to common stock. An _ investment 
trust holds a large list of common 
stocks, as a rule from 50 up. 
theery is that the whele trend of 
prices is upward, and in such a list, 
even tb a few stocks decline the gen- 
eral result will be an increase in 
values. .

POTATO MARKET 
GAINS SLIGHTLY 


BY U. S. DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 
CULTURE. 

Washington, November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —About. the only important 
change in the fruit and vegetable sit- 
uation during the second week of No- 
vember was a further advance in the 
onion market and the higher prices 
for early southern truck crops. The 
Chicago potato market strengthened 
slightly and celery sold higher in 
western New York. Cabbage and 
sweet potatves tended slightly down- 
ward. Lettuce also was lower in 
central California producing sections. 
November crop reports increased the 
estimates for most products. 

Orange shipments doubled to a to- 
tal of 1,040 cars, of which 1,120 came 
from Florida and most of the remain- 
der from California. Volume of 
oranges was nearly three times that 
of a year ago. Combined forwardings 
of <0 products dropped to 20,280 
Cars, or Just about the same as last 
autumn. Apple shipments were 2.300 
cars lighter than the week before, 
While grapes decreased by 2,100 and 
potatoes by 1,000 ears.

The pro- 
duction figures in four mid-season 
states, whose shipments are about fin- 
ished, were increased by a combined 
total of 2,600,000 bushels, but this 
has no effect on the future market 
or on future supplies. Gains rane- 
ing between 500,000) and 1,000,000 
bushels are indicated in four late or 
main-crop states, but their eombined 
increase during October of 2.730.000 
bushels is more than offset by a. te- 
tal decrease of 3.640.000 bushels in 
seven other important northern and 
western states. In reality, therefore. 
the potential supply of potatoes for 
shipment between now and next spring 
is reduced by the November report, 
and not increased.

Washington, November 17.—(#)— 
The federal radio commission is deter- 


mined to prevent interference with 
good reception of programs under the 
new allocation caused by stations that 
fail to keep on their assigned wave- 
lengths. 

Commissioner Sam Pickord says 
that broadcasters had ample time 
to adjust their transmitters to the new 
frequencies and stations which are 
not operating exactly on their own 
channels will be ordered to keep off 
the air until they can transmit cor- 
rectly. The commission believes that 
the success of the new allocation de- 
pends largely upon the accurate ad- 
justment of the different stations to 
their frequencies.

New York, November 17.—(#)—In 
one of the largest single transfers of 
radio patents in the industry's his- 
tory, Kolster Radio company, of New- 
ark, N.J., today closed. two contracts 
with Wired Radio, Inc., a subsidiary 
of the North American company. 

Under the first contract Kolster 
obtains title to some 600 patents, pat- 
ent applications and inventions in 
communications, radio, wired radio. 
electric phonograph, television and 
talking motion picture fields, all ac- 
quired by North American company in 
the past six years. The second con- 
tract, which remains in force until 
September 2, 1941, with renewal op- 
tions, provides that Wired Radio will 
buy not less than one-third of its to- 
tal requirements for apparatus from 
Kolster on a cost plus 20 per cent 
basis. Wired Radio broadcasts pro- 
grams over electric light wires. 


BORNEO EXPEDITION 


TOTEST MODERN SET 


Chicago, November 17.—(4)—Util- 
ity of the modern American broadeast 
receiver in a remote part of the world 
is to be investigated by an expedi- 
tion into the jungles of Borneo.

Dr. Cree stated that 
the Baptist situation, made so deplor- 
able by the recent defaleation of W. 
S. Carnes, treasurer, is now begin- 
ning to show signs of clearing up 
to a most gratifying degree. 

Dr. Cree and Dr. George W. Truitt 
have been making a tour of the states 
6f the Southern Baptist convention 
in the interest of Baptist “honor day” 
which was observed Sunday, Novem- 
ber 11. That their efforts were high- 
ly successful was shown by the splen- 
did returns coming into the o/fice 
from churches all over the south, both 
large and small. Indications are that 
the treasury shortage of $953,000 will 
be in large measure, if not entirely, 
evercome as a result of honor day 
contributions. 

Financial Reports. 

Financial reports given at Tuesday's 
meeting showed a decided increase in 
W. M. U. gifts over last year. To- 
tal contributions by the Baptist wo- 
men of Georgia for the month of 
October totaled $23,053.66, an increase 
over October, 1927, of $8,657. Not- 
withstanding these generous figure tlre 
Onion is yet far short of the sum 
accepted as Georgia's share in the ruby 
anniversary aim of the southern union.

I began to feel a peculiar clicking: 


in my ears, caused by the changing 
air pressure, as, lightened, we swiftly 
ascended.

“Come og up,” he said, grinning. 
“They're gone—probably thought we 
were aiming those bags at them. And 
anyway, it would take a rifle to hit 
us now. We were already above 1.,- 
500 feet.

Pull- 
ing heavily on the valve cord he let 
enough hydrogen escape from the top 
of the balloon to make us “heavy” 
and we broke through the clouds into 
the cooler air below. The change in 
temperature made the gas contract, 
and down we went, quicker than he- 
fore. 

As we neared the earth we slowed 
the fall by pouring out sand, instead 
of throwing out whole bags. At 100 
feet we headed straight into a tree. 
We dropped hastily below the bas- 
ket’s edge, and not a second too 
soon, for a jagged limb poked tself 
through the space whére we had 
stood. The balloon struck squarely 
against the tree, throwing us into a 
heap on the floor. I began to under- 
stand that “‘drifting’’ was a relative 
term—in this case meaning twenty- 
five miles an hour. 

“Hang onto the limb,’ shouted 
Stevens. “‘l’ll try to valve her down.” 

In the struggle my campaign hat 
went over the side, lodging in a near- 
by branch. Unthinkingly, | started 
after it, but our pilot made a leap 
for me. 

“‘Boy—remember first of all you 
are ballast,’’ he admonished me. ‘‘Last 


time a fellow jumped out like that 
1 went up 5,000 feet. He weighed 
180 pounds—it was just like heaving 
out six bags.” 

Just then the sun broke through 
the clouds, warming the gas, and the 
limb broke off under the increased 
lift. Once more we were off for the 
usual unknown destination of all free 
balloons. 

We came down at last in a small 
plowed ‘field, dragging in a_ thirty- 
mile wind so that the basket fell over 
on its side, making us “eat dirt.”’ But 
we were Satisfied, for our pilet had 
caretully picked out this spot.

But the released sand did not take 
instant effect. The drag sawed its 
way through a clothesline, laden with 
white garments. They dropped to 
the ground. An irate housewife ran 
out and lashed us with her tongue. 
We poured out another bag of sand. 
But just as the bag was lifting the

ballast and letting out one student to 
equalize the weight. This would let 
us go farther before the final landing, 
for we could pour out the sand grad- 
ually to make up for lost gas, where- 
as we could not expend the student im 
this way. 

To help in landing we let down the 
drag, a stout rope about 250 feet 
long, taped and wired at the end to 
prevent fraying. The drag serves 
two purposes. As the balloon nears 
the earth the rope trails upon the 
ground, taking its weight from the 
ballgon and thus slightly checking the 
fall. It may also be used by persons 
on the ground to stop the balloon. 

We dropped the rope as we ap- 
proached a small mill town. As we 
dragged along at about 150 feet Mac- 
Donald called to the millhands to 
catch the rope. 

“Come.-on, fellows, give us a hand, 
will you? Catch the rope and snub 
it around a tree. It wouldn’t hurt 
you—we're barely moving. 

But the millhands suspected a trick. 
They grinned at him and at each 


drag made one more effort. Writh- 
ing and twisting, it stole along toward 
a horse peacefully asleep in the shafts 
of his buggy at a hitching rack. 

With an audible crack, the tip of 
the drag lit squarely’ upon the hind 
quarters of the unsuspecting equine. 
He awoke with a snort, reared up- 
ward, leaving his bridle at the rack, 
and galloped away. 

We climbed high and discreetly— 
covered many miles that day before 
we came down. Backyat the train- 
ing station.we told Lieutenant Lonn- 
quest, anotherpilot of our adventures. 

“If they got your balloon number, 
youll probably be ordered out there 
to wash clothes and build a new chim- 
ney,’ he said to MacDonald. “I he- 
member one dav | thought I was go- 
ing to be locked up. 1 was drifting 
over Pensacola with three students. 
We had only a four-mile wind, so ! 
decided to land on the edge of town 
and let one of the students ‘solo’ from 
there on. But the chap who was 
valving brought us down a little fast, 
so that the drag trailed over a trolley 


wire and wrapped itself around it. We 
were barely moving, so the wire did 
not break. A street car came along 
and stopped. That blocked the 
crossing and traffic piled up. _ 

in a few minutes there was a crowd 
below us. I valved down very gently 
until the people could catch the bas- 
ket and pull us to the ground. A 
policeman shouldered his way into the 
crowd, getting out his notebook. | 
whispered to one student to climb on 
top of the car while we talked to the 
policeman. He knocked the drag 
loose with a stick and jumped down 
into the crowd. The car started up 
and the policeman looked around, 
surprised. I signaled one of the two 
students in the basket and we both 
jumped out, leaving just one man. 

“ ‘Let him go,’ I told the crowd, 
and the balloon went up like a rocket. 
The other student and I| ducked 
through the mob and caught the car, 
leaving the poor policeman standing 
there with his empty notebook, star- 
ing at the balloon.”’ 

“You ought to have had a grapnel 
hook on that-drag. You could have 
hooked him and taken him along. 
They used to send out balloons with 
grapnels a year or so ago. But one 
night a hook caught in a high tension 
line and the lights went out in three 
counties. That was the end of the 
skv anchors. And besides, some 
pilots couldn’t resist fishing with 
them.”’ 

“Fishing?” repeated Wallace. 

“Yes—trying to hook things on the 
ground. One chap swore he was go- 
ing to catch the rear axle of a flivver 
some day, and then pour out enough 
ballast to lift the back end off the 
ground.” 

But even if part of the “kick” has 
gone from ballooning, it is far from 
boredom. Up to the moment that 
the basket is on the ground, standing 
still. there is always a chance that any- 
thine might happen. 

The kind of country over which 
eur balloon passed often affected ts 
flight. Rising air currents would be 
found over light spots, such as white 
sand heaches, and falling currents 
were encountered over forests and 
bodies of water. Failing to take this 
into account often caused trouble. 

“Stay away from water if you can’t 
see across,”” Lonnquest advised us. ‘‘It 
mav look all right, but you're likely 
te end up in it. There was a pilet 
with some students at Norfolk who 
thought he could drift across Chesa- 
peake bay. But as soon as the cold 
air over the water took effect they 
went down in a hurry. They threw 
out all their ballast and then their 
shoes. Finally they got down to their 
underwear, but it wasn’t any use. The 
basket hit the water and hegan to 
fill. 

“They climbed up into the lead 
ring and started to unfasten the bas- 
ket, but the bag still didn’t have 
enough to lift—so somebody had to 
Stav in the basket and hope for a 
rescue. 

“The worst of it was that a student 
had to stay, for it would be no easy 
trick to land the bag without basket 
or ballast. The biggest student vol- 
unteered and they cut loose, leaving 
him there. 

“That gave them enough lift, and 
they struck a shore-bound wind. But 
when they valved down they were 
over a forest, and a tall tree snagged 
one chap off the load ring. Up went 
the bag again, with the pilot valving 
like mad. And just as soon as they 
dropped back off went another stu- 
dent in the trees. This went on un- 
til there was a man hanging in a tree 
top every mile or so, except the first 
one, who almost got arrested when 
he climbed down, nearly threadbare, 
looking for help. 

“The pilot at last landed the bag 
and get out a rescue party fer the 
Chap in the bay. They reached him

' heroes, like our own John 
Paul Jones, whgse fame in his home 
land makes him more of a livit 
ence now-than he was during 
time, since he is now alive wherever 
Wis patriotic countrymen live, while 
during his lifetime he was present 
Oi \ wiiere his body WAS. 

Dye Graves was a pirate, and here 
it is proper to use the past tense. 
His piracies have been forgotten by 
his admirers,, while his heroic service 
to his country is remembered. He 
lived «a pirate; he lives a hero. 

His‘ory records many instances ot 
pirates who became national heroes. 
Our own Jean Lafitte is a notable 
example. He was hunted Iv the 
navies of all civilized nations, but 
Chiefly by that of the United States, 
for he maintained pirate headquar- 
ters upon American soil, at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. When the Enetish 
were threatening the existence of 
United States rtthe war of 18 
fitte came to the rescue of the 21 
ican government and proved to be of 
great assistance at the Battle ot New 
Orleans. He would be revered in 
America today as. is De Graves in Ho!- 
land, were it not for the fact that as 
soon as the war was over Lafitte went 
out pirating again, harrying the com- 
merce of the nation be had iust hetped 
to Save. | 
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De Graves had betier iuck. . 
Straightaway pirating came pariy in 
his career, and he fhad a chance io 
play patriot in a spectacular miner 
when such action wquld do his reru a- 
tion the most good. | 

It was during the retyn of Charies 
the Second in England that De Graves 
hecame a prosperous @ader alone the 
English coast. He was captain of a 
handsome Dutch vessel, and trade was 
brisk, but not good enough to suit 
Captain De Graves. Casting about 
fOr means to increase his fortune, the 
Captain remembered that the Dutch 
and English were not on very friendly 
terms. There was no war, but there 
was always smoldering resentment be- 
tween the two nations, because both 
wanted to control all the sait water in 
the world. There was a constant stir- 
ring of warlike emotions on both 
sides, and it seemed to Captain De 
Gsraves that robbing the English would 
be more commendable and profitable 
than merely trading with them. 

His crew was easily won over. In 
fact, as soon as the Captain suggested 
that there were rich country estates 
in.

De Graves heard good news when 
he reached Rotterdam. England end 
Holland were eoing to war mM) earnest. 
The Dutch had been bearding the 
British navy in the thames and the 
Medway, and had periormed some 
surprising feats of daring along the 
Enelish coasts. When King Ciharies 
heard that the Dutch were about to 
take possession of London without the 
formality of declared hostilities, he 


became alarmed, and authorized a’ 


war. As soon as he learned that there 
was a way to make the London mer- 
chants pay most of the expense, he 
went back to his amours, and the war 
was on. 

De Graves was sent out as captain 
of a fire ship which was to operace 
as a unit of a Dutch fleet. The pos:- 
tion was one of utmost danger, and 
was given to De Graves because of 
the reputation for bravery the pirate 
had won in his untawtul private war 
upon the King of England. 

The fire ship was manned with just 
enough satlors to navigate her. She 
was laden with tar and combustible 
oils. There were pi'es of gunpowder 
in her hold. -She was a_ fearsome 
tran. 

Tine Dutch fleet met an English 
fleet near the Downs. The Duke of 
York, who later became King James 
the Second, commanded the British 
from his flagship, the Sandwich, a 
vessel of seventy guns. 

While the battle was at its he ght, 
De Graves maneuvered his fire ship 
into the position he deemed most 
favorable, and then, clapping on all 
sail, made directly for the Sandwich. 
He sustained a hot fire as he came 
on, but managed to come alongs de 
and grapple with the Sandwicui. 
When the two vessels Nad been made 
fast, De Graves gave the order and 
a match was laid to a powder train 
On decr. 

Dé Graves and his men jumped 
overboard a minute betore the first 
explosion sent flaming tar showering 
over the sails and rigging of the 
Sandwich. The fire ship did her 
deadly work while the Dutch crew 
swam for safety. The uke ot York 
made his escape from the burning 
flagship with great = difticulty, and 
England came within two minutes of 
losing a crown prince that night. The 
Earl of Albemarle and most of the 
officers and crew of the Sandwich 
perished. 

After the war in which he won so 


much glory, De Graves resumed his 


own private war against the English. 
He turned pirate again, but never was 
known to capture any but English 
ships. 

After a successful cruise, De Graves 
was wrecked near Walmer Castle, not 
far from the scene of his fire ship ex- 
ploit. He and four of his sailors, the 
only survivors Of ‘the wreck, were 
hanged to a tree near the beach by 
the angry villagers, who recognized 
the pirate and would wait for no trial 
at law.

N THE Argonne that dawn #1 

November eleven was a damp,

Zimmie Was a Somersaulting Rovseil That F lipflo pped Out of the Frying Pan Into Some of the War's 
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Worst Fighting—and Into the Heart of Felix B. Adler. Their Story Runs Through 
Batles, Wounds and Hospitals to a Happy Ending Back Home

rh. LL. mess sergeants are clowns, 
free but not very many clowns are 
bye “@ mess sergeants. A company 
of lowa doughbovs of the 42d 
(Rainbow) Division had a _ circus 
mime as dietitian (they didn’t call 
him that). But it was a lucky break 
for Zimmie, no matter what the men 
of Company | 168th Regiment, 
thought of their Pagliacci of the pots 
and pans. 

Zimmie was. a somersaulting 
rooster. Nobody is guite sure what 
date he arrived in Chalons-sur-Marne. 
The officers’ mess that night was to 
include chicken potpie. The enlist- 
ed men’s mess was to include either 
monkey meat or goldfish and dehy- 
drated potatoes. Any doughboy who 
was with Company I, 108th Infantry, 
will thus be able to fix the date.

Zimnue was Felix B. Adier, ene or 
Ringling’s ciccus clowns, whe was 
known to thousands of doughboys as 
Whiz-Bang, the War Clown. 

Zimmie was born in France near 
Chalons, and at some period of his 
pre-war life he was injured in such a 
way that the nerve contro] of his left 
lez was affected. He could take so 
many steps and then he would list, 
fall and somersault. He took his af- 
fliction in good part and in time it 
proved his fortune.. Zimmie lost his 
balance, but his contemporaries lost 
their heads. 

As for Whiz-Bang, -he was born on 
the lowa bank of the Mississippi. He 
never missed the few wagon and boat 
shows that made Clinton. After each 
show he practiced headstands, fhp- 
flops, spins and acrobatics. In time 
he became so‘proficient that a wagon 
show gave him a job and away he 
went to the open road. 

He was an adjunct to an abrobatic 
troupe at first. But while he was 
whirling and twisting Adler kept one 
eye on the clowns. For pantomime 
fascinated him. So finally one spring 
he answered the call of the calhope, 
not as an acrobat, but as a produc- 
ing clown who counted = acrobatic 
agility as one of his assets. He went 
over big in his new role, and by 1911 
his property trunk took its place in 
a long row in the Ringlings’ clown 
alley. 

In the spring of 1917 he heard the 
rumbling ballyhoo of war above the 
blare of the circus band. He returned 
to lowa and joined a national guard 


cempany of his old home towners. 
Then Fort Dodge, Camp Mills, Eng- 
land, and finally France. 

He met Zimmie, the somersaulting 
rooster, after he had met war first- 
hand at Chateau-Thierry, Belleau 
Wood. It was a happy chance. Ad- 
ler at the time was organizing a show 
to brace the morale of the tired 
troops. He wrote a part into it for 
Zimmue, and the rooster was in the 
original cast when ‘‘Make It Snappy” 
had its premiere in the K. C. hut at 
Chalons. 

The show was settling for a long 
run when marching orders came. And 
when the rolling kitchen of Company 
I, 108th Infantry, moved up the shell- 
torn road to St. Mihiel, Zimmie was 
with tt. 

“Make li Snappy’’ was repeated at 
St. Mihtel within sound of the heavy 
artillery. By this time the lowa 
doughboys knew a_ whiz-bang when 
they heard one. And Adler conceiv- 
ed a dance in which he did a run, leap 
and half somersault, the while he 
made a whistling noise almost identi- 
cal with that of a German whiz-bang. 
Adler, the clown, became Whiz-Bang, 
comedran of the A. E. F. 

When the troops went 
Epernay, Adler organized 
onappy’’ on a larger scale. And this 
time the show ‘‘wowed” them. It 
was repeated and then put on for a 
regular run. Again orders to move 
up and again the circus clown and 
his somersaulting chanticleer rode side 
by side. 

The way lay toward the Argonne 
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decid:ng scenes of the 
World War.. “Make It Snappy” was 
to be swallowed up in the _ biggest 
show that extended trom Switzerland 
to the sea. 

But Adler was not to be a part of it. 
As the rolling kitchen bumped along 
the war road a high explosive’s whine 
rose above the din of the allied ar- 
liliery. There was a great red blast. 
It smashed the rol¥ing kitchen to a 
thousand pieces. | 

‘Adler hurled Zimmie’s cage to one 
side and the next instant he was en 
his back in the road. He took off a 
glove to brush the dirt from his head. 
In tragedy he remained the clown. 

‘They missed me,” he said, but as 
his hand found the back of his head 
he knew different. 

The clown’s next consciousness 
Was 1p a dressing station four kilom- 
eters back. His first words were an 
inguiry for Zimmie. Then oblivion 
again and finally Base Hospital No. 17 
at Bordeaux. 

There they patched up 
inch wound in Adler’s head. ‘The first 
night was an anxious one. There 
might be a brain clot. A nurse was 
put at Adler’s bedside to keep him 
awake until the danger was past. 

Followed three days of oblivion, 
but on the sixth day after that first 
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anxious night Adler was able to sit up 
a little. Next he was in a wheel chair, 
and another few days found Adler, 
the plesse, blossoming forth as Adler, 
the trouper. As his head cleared, he 
Originated several surprising acts, in- 
Cluding a wheel chair waltz. 

“You can’t hurt a clown,’ he said 
to one of the sergeons. ‘I’m prac- 
tically well now, and I’m rarin’ to get 
back with the outfit.” 

“Listen, son,” said the surgeon, 
“you're lucky to be alive. You can’t 
fight this man’s war in a wheel chair. 
So just make up your mind to stay 
here two months.” 

Two months under the same roof!

we are.about to tell the story of a 
taxi driver who murdered his tare. 

It is a story which well might chill 
the heart of the average person, for 
what happened to Dennis Kenny 
might happen to anvone. 

Kenny, nearing his twenty-first 
birthdav, was the son of William F. 
Kenny, wealthy contractor and friend 
of Governor Al Smith. He was a stu- 
dent at a school in Roxbury, Mass.. 
where he was preparing to enter Yale. 
He lived with his parents at 820 Fitth 
avenue, Manhattan. He was a fine- 
looking bov, and our story indicates 
he was the sort of person. who isn’t 
afraid to sav what he thinks. It was 
this chara indeed, which 
brought his death. 

On the evening of January .25 
4925, voung Kenny went to the the- 
ater with a girl friend from Brooklyn, 
named Annabelle Flower, 22. Atter 
the theater thev journeved downtown 
to the Epinard club on East’ Third 
street, in Greenwich Village. It was 
about 3 o’clock when they came out 
of the club and hailed a cab. 

Kenny told the driver he wished to 
be taken to McDonough _ street, 
Brooklyn, but he wanted a tlat sate— 
that is, he wanted the driver to state 
how much he would charge to drive 
them to the girl’s home, regardless 
of what the meter might read when 
they reached there. As most people 
know, this is often done when there 
is a long drive ahead. They tinally 
agreed on $4 and Started out. 

There was heavy snow lying in the 
streets and this made the going slow. 
The driver became confused, or seem- 
ed to become contused, for he turned 
into the wrong streets and stretched 
what should have been a fairly short 
trip into a frip of more than an hour. 
It was nearly 5:o0’clock when the cab 
finally reached Miss Flower’s home 
at 397 McDonough street. 

Young Kenny and the girl got out 
—the machine had pulled up across 
the way trom because of the 
snowdriftts—and the girl crossed the 
street while Kenny remained to pay 
the driver... He handed a five-dollar 
bill to the man. 

The driver remonstiated. He said 
the fare was $7. It had been a longer 
trip than he’d figured on.

There is no reason why we shoud try to hinder these 
Eurcpeans in their search, for we ourselves have not yet quite 
realized the causes of our prosperity. If in helping them discover 
the causes w2 can also help ourselves. ‘he result will be for the 
good of all. 

We may well begin with agricuiture ivr two reasons: First, 
because agriculture is supposed to have been in a state of serious 
depression and our farmers have in many instances been come 
plaining of the seriousness of their state. It has been generally 
conceded that their condition has not been so prosperous as the 
conditions of the other types of industrial workers. 

Second. because farming is the basic industry as well as the 
one that employs the greatest number of our people. If we can 
find the cause of our development in agriculture (for there has 
been a real development here) we mall get a rather clear indica- 
tion of the causes affecting the majority of our population. 

Some ten years ago my wife was visiting a farm in Iowa. At 
11 clock in the morning she found the farmer extremely im-~ 
patient because he had not received the Chicago morning paper 
prices of corn, wheat, hogs and 
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containing crop reports with the 
his other products. This shows how awake farmers were even 
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then, how keen were their ideas on keeping up to date in order 
that they might market their crops to the best advantage. 
A vear or two later I at a farm of some six hundred

No less si2z:ifica have been the developments along many 
other lines. Let us note particularly machinery and power, as 
these seem to lend themselves to figures more accurately than 
most others. It is well known that the greatest contributicn that 
has veen made to modern productive processes by America is that 
known as interchangeable manufacturing, sometimes called mass 
production, and known abroad as the “American system” of 

turing. e 

‘his process consists in making all similar parts of a machine 
so close to a given standard as to be interchangeable, so that any 
part of a machine can be removed and another similar part put 
in its place. Necessarily such a system of production rests upon 
accurate basic standards of measurement and tools of great pree 
eision, but the resulting saving is simply enormous. 

Dr. F. R. Low, editor of “Power,” gives the following estimate 
of prime-mover capacity actually installed in the United States. 
This includes electric railways, stationary engines, central sta- 
tions, some railroads, traction, automobiles, etc. The total amounts 
to 704,266,000 horsepower. Dr. Low remarks: “If these figures 
are correct, there is installed for each unit of our population 
prime-mover capacity equivalent to the ability to produce for 
each man, woman and child of our population, if. they demanded 
it, phvsical service equivalent to that which could be rendered by 
150 slaves. . . . To-day power operated machinery is doing in 
these United States alone moré work than could be performed 
by all the able-bodied men in the warld: working like slaves from 
sunrise to sunset.” 

It is a most interesting fact that this work done by primee 
movers in the United States is four times as great as that proe 
duced in Great Britain or Germany and ten times that produced 
in France. It is perhaps even still more noteworthy that the per 
capita wealth of-the Unitea Suites as contrasted withthe other 
countries follows substantially this same ratio. These are surely 
basic developments that imply a great degree of industrial ad- 
vancement.

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Continued from Preceding Page 
millions of our people from the drudg- 
ery of long hours of heavy, toilsome 
labor. Through the use of mechani- 
cal power we may reach a goal of 
universal well being in which there 
may be food and shelter and clothing 
for all together with no inconsiderable 
degree of mental and spiritual devel- 
opment that will spring from the leis- 
ure acquired. 

Somewhat similar results are to be 
found in the electric industry as dis- 
tinguished from the other forms of 
power—water, coal, gas and oil. 

In 1869 the power at the average 
man’s disposal was six-tenths of one 
hersepower. Today there is available 
“Yor each worker four and a quarter 
horsepower, a mechanical equivalent 
of some fifty-five human servants. 
Three-fourths of this power is fur- 
nished by electricity. 

The public service corporations of 
today are supplied by a manufactur- 
ing industry of 1,700 establishments. 
In these plants 300,000 employees 
are producing annually a_ product 
valued at $1,500,000,000. These 
plants manufacture, among other 
things, half a billion incandescent 
lamps each year in America alone— 
nearly one-half of the world’s output. 

The productivity of industrial chem- 
istry is, if possible, even more start- 
ling. Within the last few years there 
has been a complete transformation 
of our living, due largely to chemis- 
try alone. Only a few years ago at- 
tention was called to the tact that 
“the known nitrogen resources of the 
world would not be sufficient for the 
agricultural needs of many more gen- 
erations.”’” Means must be devised to 
supply nitrogen from the air. That 
has at last been done on a commer- 
cial scale. The -inter-relations — be- 
tween the products of chemistry and 
those of physics as shown by the use 
“tf gasoline in the automobile and of 
oxyacetylene tn the welding and cut- 
ting of metals are processes of tre- 
mendous improvement. 

Take the rayon industry alone—a 
scientific) fiber manufactured by a 

iemical process! At the present time 

has reached a development com- 
prising fourteen establishments in this 
Sountry, employing more than 20,- 
000 people, with a product valued at 
more than $88,000,000. 

The total value added to material 
passed through the chemical industries 
is estunated by the Bureau of Census 
reports for 1925 at $60,655,575,000, 
and this exclusive of the increase by 
metallurgical processes. Altogether, 
the products of American industries 
which have a chemical 
amounted in 1925 to $21,021,875,- 
QO0O0—a Stupendous figure. 

One may well mention in the Unit- 
ed States the telephone and radio, be- 
c.uuse here more than elsewhere in the 
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world has been brought about the 
greatest development in these fields, 
largely through the use of private cap- 
ital and private invention in distinc- 
tion from the slower processes of gov- 
ernmental ownership and operation 
as found nearly everywhere else in 


the world. 


Between 1915 and 1927 there was 
an almost continual development of 
long distance telephon:. It is stated 
that the efficiency of the trans-At- 
lantic telephone system by radio has 
been so improved within the last ten 
years that it is now 30000 times as 
efficent as it was ten years ago, due 
to the contribution of the engineer 
and the scientist. 

Consider still further the develop- 
ment of radio broadcasting. There 
are often th'rty or forty broadcasting 
Stations joined together by a wire net- 
work to broadcast the same program. 
(ne may also mention th: transmis- 
sion by telephone and radio of pic- 
tures. 

All of these inventions, the most 
Striking of which have been made 
within the last ten years, have been 
largely worked out in the Bell Tele- 
phone laboratories, ‘‘the largest in- 
dustrial laboratories in the world dedi- 
cated to the application of science to 
human needs,’’ which have a person- 
nel of over 3,900, more than half of 
whom are skilled engineers and scien- 
tists. Their. work extends over much 
of the frontier of the physical sciences 
and into the realms of physiology and 
psychology. It has been said that the 
telephone, like the family circle, ts a 
natural monopoly—so much so that 
unless it were under a sing'e manaze- 
ment it would be impossible to make 
the connections as widespread and as 
efficient as they are today. 

Europe today is struggling with just 
this problem. Systems that even with- 
In one country are usually much less 
efficient than those of the United 
States fail almost completely when it 
comes to crossing the boundary lines. 
Jealousies between the ditferent coun- 
tries and the effects of government 
operation are largely responsible for 
these difficulties. Any one who has 
attempted to telephone from Paris to 
Berlin, as I did three or four years 
ago, will realize how thoroughly in- 
efficient the system is. One often 
has to wait hours for a connection, 
and even then it is virtually impos- 
sible to hear and understand. 

This perhaps illustrates better than 
any Other single great industry can 
the relative inefficiency of govern- 
ment operation. 

It will be noted that in all of these 
different lines of industry, research 
and science and investigation are the 
prime factors. In our country the pri- 
vate laboratories found in all our 
great industrial units like the General 
Electric Company, Westinghouse, the 
telephone company and a host of oth- 
ers are just as efficient as the great 
governmental laboratories that are 
found abroad. There is and there 
can be no deadening monopoly in 
finding out new things, and the mo- 
tives of scientific men are not wholly 
commercial. 

‘Another human side to these great 
problems ts found in the field of labor. 
In the United States at the present 
time there is apparently less friction 
and a greater degree of co-operation 
between employers and employes than 
is found elsewhere in the civilized 
world. 

No better illustration of this is 
found, perhaps, than in the steel in- 
dustry, where according to Charles M. 
Schwab, in 1926 the earnings for all 
labor averaged $1,870, an increase of 
127 per cent since 1901. Living 
costs, to be sure, had gone up 68 per 
cent since 1913, but even so, the 
workman is distinctly better eff finan- 
cially than ever before. 


There is, however, in the steel in- 
dustry, as in many others, a recipro- 
cal element, as the workers with their 
higher wages become an important 
factor in the consumption of the ar- 
ticle produced. This, together with 
the higher wages enabling them to 
use greater purchasing power, is one 
factor acknowledged now by the em- 
ployers, although earlier they fought 
it bitterly, that has been brought 
about by the United States immigra- 
tion policy. Previously the steel in- 
dustry relied upon new immigrants for 
its most disagreeable tasks: but since 
the new immigration laws have been 
passed there has been increased in- 
dividual productivity. 

This has been effected first, “‘by 
Capital expenditures through which 
mechanical sdevices, electrification, 
larger units,” changed methods and 
processes have been extended; second, 
by improved management, and third, 
by increased efficiency on the part of 
labor itself.” 

This increased efficiency has been 
brought about largely by the fact that 
the employees themselves are repre- 
sented in the management, and m a 
good many cases through the fact 
that they are also part owners in the 
corporation. Through this employee 
representation plan employers receg- 
nize the fact that the employees must 
be their friends and consultants. It ts 
only through the welfare of both that 
the welfare of the whole can be main- 
tained. As this is true in the steel in- 
dustry, so it is true throughout the 
entire range of industries that miehr 
well be considered—all of those we 
have touched upon and many others. 

It is thus seen in this very hasty, 
Short sketch of our economic grewth 
that the. security of American pros- 
perity lies largety in the stimulus given 
to individual efiiciency. This individ- 


ual efficiency may be manifested n- 


the hand-work of the skilled werker: 
in the technicai use that he can make 
of the best machinery that can be put 
into his hands by his employer; in his 
continual watchfulness for better 
methods (an illustration of which I 
Saw a few years ago when the loco- 
motive engineers detailed men to in- 
Struct the firemen on a great railroad 
system how to use the coal for firing 
the engines more efficiently), as well 
as in the growing spirit of co-operation 
that is developing in all our great lines 
of industry. 

Not merely do we have co-opera- 
tive selling societies in agriculture and 
co-operative associations in most lines 
of industry for the securing and the 
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giving of information that will be of 
use to .all, but also the hearty co- 
operation that has come to exist be- 
tween employers and workmen as the 
workmen gradually become interested 
financially as well as mentally and 
morally in their work.

While it 
has been ever watchful of the rights 
of the workingman and has been quick 
to resent any efforts made to impose 
upon him, nevertheless when it has 
found employers ready to co-operate 
it has readily joined with them in pro- 
moting the interests of all, employers 
and workingmen alike. ; 

The very breath of life of indus- 
trial America as it is seen today, the 
very embod:ment of its spirit, is found 
in the development of the individual 
to the highest degree possible, rot 
only in all classes of work, but also 
in his development along all lines. 
The individual must not only be ef- 
ficient as a workman, but he should 
also (and this is the business of in- 
dustry today) be efficient as a citizen.

just as the basket was almost sub- 
merged.” 

More recently, the winners of the 
Bennett International 
Balloon Race found themselves about 
to drift out over the Atlantic. Lieu- 
tenant Eareckson, aide to the win- 
ning pilot, humorously comments on 
this moment: 

“Our flight ended due to the prox- 
imity- of the Atlantic ocean and the 
very commendable hesitancy on our 
part to dim Lindbergh’s glamor by 
making a trans-Atlantic flight in a 
free balloon.”’ 

Fortunately, parachutes are now 

ied on most free balloon ftlights, 
so that crews can jump in emergen- 
cies, but this was not the practice dur- 
ing our training. Pilots begrudged 
the extra weight. 

The pilots let us do what we pleas- 
ed so long as we did not totally wreck 
the balloons. Once or twice they ob- 
jected to some practice, as when Wal- 
lace valved down‘to yell at cattle in 
a field, hoping to cause a stampede. 
We were swinging along at a thirty- 
mile clip, and dropping so low placed 
us in line with a group of tall trees. 

“Drop out a bag,’ directed Mac- 
Donald guickly. “Don’t wait to cut 
ii—heave it over.”’ 

There was a dilapidated, deserted 
looking shed in the field just below us. 
Apparently it was an old plantation 
Shack that had been abandoned for 
years. The bag struck the shed with 
a crash. 

And the next second, from win- 
dows, doorways and even out through 
the rotted sides came a dozen terrified 
negroes, head over heels in a quite 
evident desire to be gone from there. 
They covered the distance to the trees 
at an incredible speed. 

Wallace was temporarily subdued, 
but on his next hop, a night trip, he 
found a new stunt. The balloon was 
invisible from the ground, as there 
was no moon, so he and another stu- 
dent began a series of weird cries as 
they drifted over outlying ftarm- 
houses.

My night training hop was 
a good example. We left Pensacola 
at 7:30 one April evening. It was 
warm upon the ground, but the air 
was Chilly at 2,000 feet. 

To make matters worse, Kenny, 
Gut new pilot, decided to climb to 
8.000 feet. 

It seemed an interminable period 
until sunrise, and even when the great 
red disk did appear out of the mists it 
had litthe warming effect.

And just then a small 
boy appeared in the doorway, train- 
ing a rifle on us.

Neither in the Old 
or New TeStament is the spiritual 
value of a book determined by the 
certainty of authorship. 
as another example the last 
twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah. 
These chapters plainly set forth events 
that happened over one hundred*‘vears 
after the first Isiah. 

Israel is in captivity and the time 
has arrived for her deliverance from 
sabylon. Nowhere do these chapters 
claim that Isaiah was the author. It 
may be assumed that God was able to 
Inspire the prophet to write detailed 
history over one hundred years before 
it happened. It is not a question, 
however, of divine power, but a ques- 
tion of the divine method. We are 
not able to see that religious values 
are lessened bv having two. great 
spiritual personalities instead of one.

‘ommissioner O'Neill when the federal] 
inquiry into the sinking of the Lam- 
port and Holt liner Vestris is resum- 
ed tomorrow, United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle announced today. 

Mr. Tuttle also indicated that he ex- 
pects to obtain possession of addition- 
al wireless messages sent from the 
strieken liner. 

The federal attorney did not reveal 
whether these messages had been sent 
before or after the S O S sent three 
hours before the liner went down last 
Monday afternoon with the loss of 
110 lives. A search of the records of 
wireless stations for possible messages 
exchanged between Captain Carey and 
the -wners or their agents was orer- 
ed by Mr. Tuttle when the investiga- 
tion opened, and among the first wit- 
nesses called Friday were the assis- 
tant radio operators of the ship from 
whom the federal attorney sought to 
learn whether such messages had been 
dispatched. 

From one of the radio men, Charles 
Veschere, he obtained a _ statement 


that “maybe the captain had sent a 
messare informing his owners of the 
ship’s plight,” but the operator denied 
personal knowledge of the message. 
Captain Henry McConkey, marine 
superintendent of the Cunard and al- 
lied lines, has been designated by the 
British government to act as its rep- 


wemPesentative in the capacity of nauti- 


eal advisor when the hearing is resum- 
ei, Mr. Tuttle said today. The attor- 
ney said tomorrow he would recom- 
mend the appointment of a “distin- 
guished marine expert” to be the ad- 
visor .on behalf of the United States 
government, but did not reveal the 
name of his appointee. 

Mr. Tuttle said the advisors would 
sit with the United States commis- 
sioner and would be permitted to ques- 
tion witnesses, but that he would con- 
duct the inquiry and the findings 
would be made by the commissioner. 

The federal attorney declined to 
discuss his plans for the resumption of 
the hearing tomorrow or to say who 
he expected to call to testify or what 
direction the questioning would take. 
He said later he plans to investigate 
the makeup of the ship's cargo on her 
last voyage, but added that could wait 
until after the questioning of wit- 
nesses who might leave the jurisdic- 
tion of the court if they were not 
called at once, 

Mr. Tuttle said tonight that all rec- 
ords of messages concerning the Ves- 
tris which were received by the Tuck- 
erton, N. J., and Chatham, Mass., sta- 
tions of the Radio Corporation of 
America will be in his hands tomor- 
row. 

“I expect also to have reports from 
other stations that may have picked 
up Vestris messages,” the federal at- 
torney added. “I will also have re- 
ports from the weather bureau at 
Washington, D. C., which will give 
light concerning inquiries the Vestris 
Inay have made to the bureau. 

“All messages from the Vestris pick- 
ed up by the steamship Voltaire, sister 
ship. of the Vestris, were turned over 
to my office today by a representative 
of Lamport & Holt.”

With End of Rains and 

Crest of Flood Home- 
less Hundreds Struck 
by Cold. 


NINE KNOWN DEAD 
IN SWOLLEN RIVERS 


Winfield Is Completely 
Isolated and Reports of 
Deaths There Cannot 
Be Verified. 


Kansas City, November 18.—(#)— 
Week-end floods in Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma tonight had claimed 
at least nine lives and caused dam- 
age that will run into millions of dol- 
lars. 

Although the worst danger was over 
at most points affected, a cold wave 
that followed the torrential rainfall 
of Friday and Saturday in the south- 
west rendered the plights of hundreds 
of refugees and relief workers pitia- 
ble tonight. ‘Snow was reported at 
many points. 

Besides the known nine dead, 
eral persons missing were believed to 
have drowned. Farmers and _ rail- 
roads suffered the heaviest damage. 
Many .villages and towns in the flood 
area were isolated due to inundation 
of highways and railroad tracks and 
damage to communication lines. These 


conditions have made impossible a 
comprehensive check up on the toll at 
present,

Groups of men have been 
organized to enlist the support of 
workers in every field of activity, and 
none will miss the opportunity to give 
to the cause which H. M. Atkinson, 
president of the chest, and Henry C. 
Heinz, general campaign chairman, de- 
scribed in their tinal statements us 
“the obligation of every person. 

Campaiga workers will assemble 
every day at 12:30 o’clock at the 
Ansley hotel for luncheon and report 
of results, the meals to be given by the 
hotel management as a token of its 
interest in the campaign and the cause 
it serves. The first of these assemblies 
will be held today.

On Rothstein Inquiry 


New York, November 18.—( United 
News.)—Developments of the day in 
the murder of Arnold Rothstein made 
it seem likely that Mayor Walker will 
be faced Monday with the unpleasant 
prospect either of eatiny his ultima- 
tum to the police or reorganizing the 
man hunt. 

As the sun sank, a red ball of fire 
behind New Jersey, the “definite prog- 
ress” demanded by Monday was, if a 
fact, a police secret, 

The detectives began a hunt today 
for a man wearing Arnold Rothstein’s 
overcoat. If he is seen wearing it or 
trying to drop it off a ferryboat into 
the East river, he is almost certain to 
be arrested. 

Inspector John D. Coughlin an- 
nounced discovery that Rothstein's 
overcoat was missing today, and detec- 
tives jotted down in their notebooks 
a new item.* The page now read some- 
thing like this: 

Friend of Silk Hats. 


“Subject—Rothstein, age 45, shot in 
stomach by party or parties unknown, 
room 349, Park Central hotel, Sunday, 
November 4, night time. 

Subject was short, thick-set man in 
good Lealth before shooting. Subject 
was millionaire, gambler, race track 
follower, real estate operator, money 
lender, friend of drug addicts, friend 
of runmen, friend of theatrical people, 
friend of some of the silk hats, too. 
Friend or ex-friend Jules “Nicky” 
Arnstein (see $5,000,000 Wall street 
bond thefts. Note—Look up if they 
ever found missing $4,000,000.) Had 
wife, Caroline, separated. Had sweetie, 
Inez Norton, recent divorced woman. 
(Note- —Former Follies girl and a 
good-looker if there ever was one.) 

“Subject supposedly called to room 

349 Ly George McManus to discuss 
se‘tlement of September 8 poker mat- 
ter. (Note—George has reputation as 
honest gambler and pleasant fellow. 
Brother of police lieutenant. Note 
No, 2. George left overcoat with his 
name in it in room, maybe in hurry.

Note No. 4, George 
probably kidnaped. Note No. 5, Mis- 
sus too. 

“ __ “Subject supposed to have met oth-

Tough Willie denies it and has air- 
tight alibi. He was in Savannah, 

watching the dogs chase a mechanical 
rabbit at time of shooting. Denies 
having split with Nigger Nate that 
night. Note No. 3—Tough Willie a 
swell dresser. 

“Subject object of interest to fed- 
eral narcotics squad. Say working 
on him a year when bumped off. Sub- 
ject died peaceably without making 
statement on election day. Subject 
got handsome funeral. 

“Subject lost his overcoat on night 
of shooting. 

“Note—Who killed subject and why, 
unknown.” 

In the matter of the overcoat, In- 
spector Coughlin said that he had 
learned Rothstein carried it on his 
arm when he left Lindy’s restaurant. 
That was the last seen of it. An 
overcoat was left in room 349 of the 
Park Central. It bore inside the 
name of George McManus, who had 
rented the room under the name of 
Richards. Coughlin did not comment 
on the possibility that McManus may 
have snatched up the wrong coat when 
he took his departure. 

Clue in Chicago. 

Coughlin also confirmed today the 
well established fact that Detective 
Kdward Fitzgerald, of the West 47th 
Street station, was in Chicago, 
looking for an unnamed young woma) 
who checked out of a nearby room in 
the Park Central just after Rothstein 
was shot. He characterized this clue 
as “very promising.” 

The story of Sidney Stajer, alleged 
young narcotie addict ‘and figure in in- 
ternational dope trafficking, support- 
ing the theory that gambling creditors 
murdered Rothstein, has been received 
with boos by the gambling fraternity.

Heartless mischief makers who, dur- 
ing the past week have made a prac- 
tice of sending in fake emergency am- 
bulance calls to funeral parlors, Sun- 
day night called county police and 
five ambulances to Roswell and Pied- 
ment roads to an “auto accident” 
which was found to be non-existent. 

Both county police and city officers 
Sunday night were instructed to be on 
a continuous watch for such practices 
and it was promised at headquarters 
that when the culprits were caught, 
the most severe charges would be 


brought against them. 

County police and three ambulances 
were summoned Saturday night on a 
false mission to Cascade and Beecher 
streets where the “auto accident” gag 
was also used. Four ambulances 
were called Friday night to Stewart 
avenue and Lakewood avenue on a 
fake call. 

Condemnation of the practice and 
warning to citizens that it was the 
duty of every person to help stop this 
dangerous and reprehensible conduct 
was issued Sunday night by F. B. 
Lowndes, of the company of Awtry

“Omitting all phases of the expense 
to the individual companies,” Mr. 
Lowndes said, “there are a hundred 
and one other evils to this criminal 
action. A fake call such as Sunday 
night summoned almost every ambu- 
ance in the city to a point 10 or 12 
miles out.

It is not consistent with good ad- 
ministrative practice to pay smaller 
salaries to officials of the daptrt- 
ment of state who prepare and issue 
instructions than to officials in its 
foreign service who receive the in- 
structions. In view of the gréatly 
increased duties at the seat of gov- 
ernment, there should be one addi- 


tional undersecretary of state and two ' 


additional assistant secretaries of 
state. 

It has been the custom of presi- 
‘dents to choose the heads of the ex- 
ecutive department and their assist- 
ants from citizens who have distin- 
guished themselves in civil life, rather 
than from persons holding offices in 
those departments, thus avoiding the 
creation of an officialdom. To pre- 
vent dissatisfaction and promote con- 
fidence, appointments and other per- 
sonnel changes in the foreign and home 
services should be entirely removed 
from control of officials who can ob- 
tain personal advancement through

| CULINARY SCIENCE CONCERNS 


EVERYBODY'S HEALTH. 

In giving us her method of mak- 
ing coffee an experienced housekeeper 
divulged what she called a cook's se- 
cret and warned against any men- 
tion of it in polite society—so I just 
published it here. It was the use 
of a )ittle chicory with the coffee. 
The lady advised four rounded table- 
spoonfuls and one level tablespoonful 
of ground coffee and one teaspoonful 
of real chicory, for five cups of 
coffee. 

The chicory question is a nice point 
of culinary health science as well as 
a secret of culinary art, and on this 
ground I deem it my duty to discuss 
it here. 

Chicory is a wild plant, sometimes 
cultivated for salad. ‘The cultivated 
chicory has a root like carrot or pars- 
nip and the root when roasted is used 
in coffee, or eve nas a substitute for 
coffee. 

It chicory was used as an adulter- 
ant of coffee in the past, the only sin 
about that was that the vendor did 
not tell the purchaser how much 
chicory he had put in the coffee. To- 
day probably no coffee on the mar- 
ket is so adulterated. In any case, 
if one buys coffee in the bean he may 
be certain that it contains no chic- 
ory. Ground or powdered coffee is 
of course more readily adulterated. 
Still, I doubt whether any brand of 
coffee now marketed is so adulterated. 

As the lady who gave us the method 
said, the addition of the chicory im- 
proves the flavor of the coffee. She 
is probably right about that. From 
the health viewpoint the use of any 
proportion of chicory with the .coffee 
is quite commendable. It is a ques- 
tion for every cook to decide for him- 
self—or for his patrons or victims to 
decide. 

Mrs. H. W. R.’s method of mak- 
ing coffee is not precisely identical 
with my own, but it sounds impec- 
cable and I even suspect it may be a 
better way than mine. At any rate, 
I shall try it on the dog and we 
shall see. 

There is no obvious association of 
coffee and hair tonic, and yet what 


this correspondent says about chicory | 
does remind me of the hair tonic situ-| 


ation, or more specifically the hair 
dye situation. 

Chicory in coffee has a bad repu- 
tation hecause in the past perhaps 
somebody did market coffee adulter- 
ated with chicory. No sin about 
that, as I say, only the vendor made 
the mistake of concealing the fact 
that he put the chicory in the coffee, 
and the public, after all, resents de- 
ception, even though it involves no 
risk to life or health. 

The hair tonic business has achieved 
a bad reputation in much the same 
way. Scores of these cosmetic nos- 
trums have been launched and mar- 
keted with the false assurance that 
they are not dyes, notwithstanding 
the fact that they are dyes and many 
of them very satisfactory dyes, or at 
least as satisfactory as such an ari- 
fice can be. It is hard to understand 
why the vendors of hair restorers and 
the like deliberately attempt to mis- 
represent the character of their goods 
in this fashion or why they assume 
that the average customer is simple 
minded enough to imagine anything 
can or will bring back or restore the 
original natural color of his hair. 

I have often said that boiled ecof- 
fee is an abomination and probably 
drives many an otherwise good man 
to drink.
